Passes Away at the Good Old Age

all Who Knew, Him. 

The death of Christian 'Belter, of GrasB 
Lake removes one qt the old 'Bottlers from 
that community where he has lived since 
1870. " Be waX.b^bin Germany Dec. '27, 
1821, and came-"^rj Chicago/ i a 1866, , rSsr 
maining theris"ifou"r. years, when he moved 
to Grass 'Lake where he had resided until 
the day of hiB death, Thu raday, J une . 25, 
1903. From boyhood he was a devbuj, be- 
liever in the faith of. tho' Lutheran '^nrch 
nnd was a great lover of music. . He was 
quiet and unassuming and was respected 
by the entire community. 

He leaves .a wife, one son, Robert, -feur 
daughters, Mrs, Chas. Lux and Mrs. Wm. 
Herman, of Antioch;-: Mrs. E. V. Lux and 
Mrs. W. A. Taylor, of Wads worth.- 'The 
funeral was . held from bis late residence 
Saturday and the interment: was at the 
Grass Lake cemetery. Rev. C. L. Hayyef 
Lake' Vi llo, preached the sermon, and took 
his text from John 10:10 — "I am'come that' 
they might have life and that they, might 
have it more abundantly." The following 
being on outline of hia remarks: ^ 

. As we study the story of creation we 
learn that a fundamental element of the 
divine purpose/was the importation of life. 
Life has ever been the animating principle 
of the divine economy. Death hod no place 
in the original purpose of God concerning 
man's destiny, but has entered into the 
world through man's infraction of the laws 
of God's spiritual kingdom. We have 
been placed here with the germs of eternal 
life planted within us, God's hope nnd pur- 
pose being that we might choose, that good 
life which will nourish and develops the 
germ into the full-grown stature of spirit- 
ual life. But along with all- good there 
exists the opposite possibility of evil, and 
man, being a free moral agent, often 
chooses the evil instead of the good, thereby 
reaping unto himself thu wages of Bin 
which is eternal death. 

As one thinks of this eternal life let us 
remember that it means not nlono the ex- 
istence beyond the grave, but rather that 
immortal principal of life, which, if nour- 
ished here unfolds and more fully ■'•' devel- 
bpes in the world beyond. 'With these 
infinite possibilities of life. wrapt up in us 
'shall- we not make such preparation here 
'as will insure an eternal existence, and as 
will render the death of tbn real self im- 
possible. 

. -The "more abundant life" to which 
Jesus refers ia not a narrow or circum- 
scribed sphere. It shuts us out from . no 
innocent pleasures or legitimate occupation, 
but rather calle ua into them. It gathers 
up all the best intellectually, socially phys- 
ically and in every other line that can be 
crowded into the longest human life, add' 
supersedes that which is at once the foun- 
dation and the capstone, the life eternal. 
To such a life I urge all within my hearing 
today,-

The ninterlnls for both of these short 
roods will he cnrrlcd oyer (bo White 
Pups railroad to Ibc bead of mi vitia- 
tion on the Yukon, Sonic of the con- 
tra els for the con I road are snld to have 
been already let." The mine on Coal. 
ereek hns been opened-., to that point 
-where emu et bins like 250,000 tons of 
con! is In sight, ready to be blocked out 
for shipment to tho river. The con- 
struction of this railroad will solve the 
problem of.stcnm navigation on. the 
Yukon, over which the transportation 
companies operating on that river have 
been greatly perplexed -for lomo time.

SLAVERY IN ALABAMA, 



Government St.irto nn Invest lent Ion 
Into Awful Outrage*, 

The Investigation of tho peonage esses 
by the federal grand jury at Montgom- 
ery, Ala., has brought out evidence of 
moro shocking crimes than existed in the 
■lava days. Many negroes bars shown 
scars from tho lash and others showed 
where their bones bad becu broken with 
clubs. > 

Ono affidavit ntgncd by six negroes told 
the following story of tho murder of 
Barak Nealy, n negro woman: 

"I was at Mr. Turner's place. -She 
came on Monday and Htnycd until Tues- 
day. She catno down to Fletcher Tur- 
ner's, Wo were hi tho new ground. She 
could not pile brush llko ho wanted her 
to oad he took her down and plnccd'hcr 
across a log.' I held licr feot and an- 
other negro held her by the head., Allen 
Turner whipped her with a buggy traco 
200 lashes, ' Then he put a pair of hand- 
cuffs on her nnd tied a rope around ber 
Wrists, and mnde mo draw her np so 
her feet would just touch tho ground, 
and he let her hang two hours, 

"Just about dinner we lowered her and 
she criawlod over to xouic brushes.' Mr.' 
Turner told me to throw her^a^ pone of 
bread.' 1 - She jsaid sho couldn't eat. After 
dinner I was told to go and tell'acr sac 
must go to' work- , She pulled the lid of 
her cyo down and said she could not see. 
Bho tbch crawled behind tha brush pile 
and laid down nnd never got up &uy 
more, Allen Turner bent her. over tho 
head with n pistol ngnln and she died." 

Tho principal offender against tho 
peonage law, John W. Pace of Talla- 
poosa County, has practically confessed. 
He did not believe that he could he pun- 
ished. Indeed, be told Mr. Becte and 
Mr. Stornfctdt that he had committed no 
criroo. There oro others nmong the In- 
dicted, men who have turned government 
evidence. Their stories disclose the con- 
spiracy to violate not only tho laws of 
Alabama, but of the United States for 
the purpose of maintaining a system of 
slavery. They have trafficked In negroes 
to the' extent' of buying and celling them.

GREAT WEALTH IN TIMBER. 



Where the Heart of the Lumber Belt 

of tho Country Is Located. 
-In the United States the heart of 
the lumber belt has moved westward. 
At the beginning of the laBt century 
almost the entire wood supply came 
from- the then untouched forests of 
tho PenobBcot river region of Maine. 
As the woodBmen cut deep into the 
heort of the wood the industry was 
forced to find other 'fields from which 
to draw" Its supply, and the virgin for- 
ests of the South and of the states 
bordering on the Groat Lakes were 
cut Into. 

Although these regions are by no 
means depleted to-day, the Pacific 
coast 1b rapidly becoming the heart of 
the lumber trade. Arid what wonder, 
for In the three Etates of California, 
Oregon and Washington there Ib at 
least one-third of the entire supply of 
standing timber la the United States. 
In figures It amounts to more than 
600,000,000,000 feet of uncut wood, 

The forest reserves and national 
parks set apart by the United States 
government within the limits of these 
three states aggregate an area of 82, 
428 square mllea, or more than 22 per 
cent of the total wooded area of the 
states, In the state of Oregon alone, 
where a careful examination has been 
made, the national census officials 
have estimated tbe standing timber on 
these reservations . at 55,000,000,000 
feet, or onefourth of the state's total 
supply.— Review of Reviews.

. .Tbo" United States can boast of a 
building boom. Prom prnctlcnlly every 
section Of tliu country the reports Indi- 
cate that never before was there so much 
construction work under wny as at pres- 
ent. The rlso tins beou gradually dating 
notably from 1808. ' 

,- Tho percentages of increase in the 
large cltlca, while Indicating the general 
movement,, do not represent fairly tho 
real gftino, for, the reason tbnt the great* 
est -ratio of improvement is to be found 
In the country and smaller cities, from 
which; exact figures ore unobtainable. In 
Chicago architects, complain of lack of 
local business, but say 'their out-of-town 
work compensates for it. To the general 
rule of prosperity there are some excep- 
tions among the large cities, Chicago 
building for May of this year fell 37 per 
cunt from the figures of Mfiy, 3002, and 
b mailer decreases arc reported from some 
other cities. 

In Chicago, In the first five months of 
this year, there were erected 2,334 build- 
ings, at a cost of $13,035,310; in the 
fin me period last year there were built 
2,522 buildings, nt n cost of ?24 ,001,295. 

Labor nnd niaterinl prices during 1003 
in Chicago have, been higher than- at 
any previous time, and this lias tended 
to keep down the figures. Pear of labor 
complications has also entered into the 
ait nation. In spite of nil these consid- 
erations an immense amount of work has 
been done. ' ^ , 

In Brooklyn la 1003 there hnvo been 
creeled 1,101 buildings, at n cont of $7,- 
300,315. Last year," in nil the twolTe 
montJis, there-were put up 3,173 "build- 
lugs costing $18,548,002. 
, One of the cities showing the grcate&t 
gnln Is St. Louis. There hare been few 
Inbor troubles In tho" World's Fair city, 
but mauy delays in securing structural 
steel, No lesa than 1,3J2 buildings have 
.been erected In five months at a cost of 
$0,207,070. -.Washington has bnilt 350 
buildings this yenr, costing ¥1,110,370. 
Birmingham put up 308" buildings at a 
cost of $1,800,000.- 'Cincinnati's expendi- 
tures are 8323,003. for the live months. 
Baltimore erected 1,437 buildings costing 
?3,0 12,811; Indianapolis 205, costing 
5470,000; New OrlcnnB 158 buildings 
costing $134,000, and Omaha 120 build- 
ings at a cost of $314,502. Boston make? 
the worst showing, with only 70 build- 
ings at a cost of $103,800. 'This la the 
Bundles t number of buildings erected in 
the Hub in many year*.

CROPS ARE BACKWARD. 

Yield of Winter Wicnt DlBappplntlnff 
—Corn Is Verjr Late.%- 

V The weather bureau's weejsljr summary 
of crop condition's is as follows? 

While still too cool In the dfciricts east 
of the Rocky Mountains, the tempera- 
tUTo conditions 'of the week ended June 
22 were somewhat more favorable in the 
central valleys nnd Southern' States, but 
over porHous'of the lake region and mid- 
dle Atlantic Slates and in New England 
it was colder than in the preceding week. 
Heavy rains In' the. last two districts in- 
terrupted farm work, biit iu the Ohio and 
upper Mississippi valleys and gulf States 
the condtilous were very favorable for 
cultivation. 

Rain Is now needed- In the Dakotns, 
northern Minnesota, and in portions of 
the central and east gulf districts. 

A general improvement in the condition 
Df com ia the central valleys is Indi- 
cated, especially over the western por- 
tions. In nil northern and central dis- 
tricts corn continues very late, but is In 
good state of cultivation, except in the 
middle Atlantic States. In the Southern 
States early com is largely laid by, and 
Is nonring maturity in Texas, 

Winter wheat liar vest has made fnv- 
orable progress, nnd is now general in 
the central portions of the" winter wheat 
belt, with disappointing yields, especial- 
ly- In the southern portions, of -Missouri, 
Illinois aud Indiana. 
.'•Sprlug wheat is suffering for rain in 
North" Dakota and portions of South Da- 
kp'ta; nnd is affected hy rust quite gen- 
erally In Nebraska. In^theso last two 
States, however, the crop'i as a rule, is 
doing well, and In Minnesota, Wisconsin, 
and Iowa continues iu proud sing condi- 
tion, In Washington tho crop lus im- 
proved where moisture has been suffi- 
cient. 

The outlook for oats Is Icfs promising 
In the Dakotns, Nebraska, northern Min- 
nesota'nml southern Illinois. In Wiscon- 
sin, Kansas, on uplands hi Iowa, and In 
northern Illinois a good crop Is promised. 
An Improvement Is reported from Mich- 
igan, the Ohio t alley and the middle At- 
lantic State*. 

Cotton continues small, but Its general 
condition U somewhat Improved. 

In New K11 gin nd tobacco needs warmth 
and sunshine, but elsewhere lite tfrap 
baa made favorable progress, except In 
North Carolina and portions of Virginia. 

Iu Missouri,, Arkniuma, Illinois, In- 
diana; and Feun sylvan In apples are un- 
p'roinlftlng, but the outlook continues fav- 
orable in Iowa, Wisconsin, Michigan and 
Kentucky. In New York tho pronpects 
vary from poor to good. In the Virginias 
ami Ohio an Improvement Is reported. 

Recent rains hare caused a marked 
imp rove n icnt In grass In New England 
and the middle Atlantic States, bat the 
crop will be light.

PRISON FOR APLANTER.' 



Without Q Groan lfe Watched tho Srir- 
BCOub Cut III* Leg Off Twice. 

When Menry 0. Nichols, of Jersey 
City, died the other day there passed a 
man of the stuff heroes nrc made of. 
With Vha same courage and coolness he 
displayed facing death at Antlctatn and 
In the battle of tho Wilderness, he wntch- 
ed the work of the surgeons while they 
cut off his leg in two operations, In Christ 
Hospital, and then faced the Inevitable 
end -and died with a smile on his face. 

Nichols w:is 57 years old. Uo had a 
wonk heart, following an operation for 
appeiidicitiii about a year ago. Wounds 
received In the war brought on necrosis 
of the bones of the leg nnd the forma- 
tion "of a clot In an artery, This was 
followed by gangrene, and the only bMtje 
for life was the nmputation of the limb.' 
lie could not srnnd mi anaesthetic, nnd 
the doctors told him that bis only chance 
was to have his leg cut off while he was 
conscious, He told him to go ahead, 
and after the first amputation had been 
made the condition Us disclosed made a 
second operation necessary, and they cut 
Into flesh and bone again while the old 
soldier, perfectly conscious, looked on at 
the grinding of tho surgical taw and the 
keen -b laded knives. 

b\>r a week it sconied ns If he would 
live, lint with the beginning at the ninth 
day Ids vitality began to wane and it 
was manifest lie could not survive. 

On' the' morning of Memorial Day he 
Insisted upon being removed from the 
hospital to his home, and to be carried 
through the wtroets, where be knew bis. 
comrades of tho Grand Army of tho 
Hbpnbllc wero .marching. His request 
was compiled with. The veteran waved 
his hand feebly to tho tmnnea-out ranks 
as ho .passed them: by, but he never be- 
trayed- by any sign thai he suffered. 
After the parade be was taken In nnd put 
to bed, but.it was plain he could sat last

Alabaman Plend» Guilty to Ilolditts 
Nccroc* in I'conafic. 

J. W. Pace of, Tallapoosa, Ala., a; 
wealthy planner, -wns found guilty In the 
federal' court of holding negroes in In- 
voluntary .servitude nnd given five years 
In prison. lie pleaded guilty to each of 
eleven indictments, but owlug to the ad- 
vanced age of the convicted man . Jie was 
sentenced to servo punishment concur- 
rently, making his imprisonment a sin- 
gle five-year term. The caso was ap- 
pealed to test and defendant released on 
bail of ?3,000. 

Pace was charged with holding In 
peonage teu negroes. The negroes were 
treated cruelly on Pace's farm, many be- 
ing brutally whipped. It 1% said that. 
Owens Green, a negro, wns whipped bo 
severely that mnny bones In his body 
were'broken and that Ills power of speech 
was interfered with.. 

When Pace made his statement to tho 
judge he acknowledged that ho was guil- 
ty. Ho Bald: "I pload guilty to the of- 
fenses and would like your honor to be 
merciful." Tho judge then asked him 
If he hod any thing to say why senrtenco 
should not be passed .upon him and he 
replied in the negative. 

At Macon, Gu., in tho United States 
Court, Judge Speer Imposed n.fine of $1,- 
000 each on three young men, William 
Shy, Arthur Clnwson nnd Robert Tur- 
ner, for holding a negro In Involuntary 
servitude. lie suspended, the fine under 
conditions, and so doing the court sold: 

*"In view of tile fnct thnt it Is the 
first crime of tho kind which ever has 
occurred in Georgia, nnd because of the 
frank confession of tho young men, sen- 
tence Is imposed iri order to convince the' 
public that the purpose of the court Is" 
to warn and deter others from like crime. 
During good behavior One Is suspended 
upon payment of $300 oncU," 

The offense was thnt the young men, 
who are fanners, caught a negro who 
was In debt to them, gave him- a whip- 
plug and made him go to work for them. 

Judge Speer snld thnt the problem -at 
the times could not he solved by harsh 
measures and wanted It distinctly under- .- 
stood thnt the laws of Georgia wero 
against Biich treatment.
